appeal. We beg them to stand aside no longe r, and not to 
t their burden upon other shonlders, There are some who 
se, yet not in proportion to their means or the magnitude of 
emergency. Weask them-+to make good their fault now. 
nere are yet others who rose worthily to the height of the 
<casion. We beg them to repeat that generosity, even though 
hurts, This is, as we have said, a soldiers’ battle. There is

| Jew and Jewess in the Community to make the appeal his 
her own cause. Writing a cheque, if approached, does not 
ttle every obligation.

Jewry: Week by Week 


ONCE again comes the Passover, with its Seder, to the people of 
Israel, celebrating the deliverance from Egypt 
PASSOVER and bondage. It is the tragedy of our fate that 
the redemption has never proved definitive. 
Egypt has reproduced itself on other soils through the ages and 
hardly one sea rolls back for us to cross dry-shod than another 
Stretches before our eyes. And even the cry of the tyrant is the 
same. ~ The Children of Israel are mightier than we, Let us deal 
wisely with them.” The “ taskmaster"” of the old days may be the 
stormtrooper of these “enlightened times.” The concentration 
camp of to-day may take the place of the Nile of other days. But 
always it is the tale of fear, of envy, and of the inferiority complex 
shivering before the “conquering” Jew, and ever the enemy deals 
‘wisely with him. Why the succession of slaveries goes on is a 
mystery that will be solved in God's own good time. But each 
recurring Passover comes to remind us that what the might of the 
Pharaohs could not prevail against will out-stay the malignancy of 
every new bondage. Our people were not redeemed from Egypt te 
perish, aeons after, at the hands of an obscure- Western oppressor, 
The more the taskmasters afflicted them, the more they multiplied 
and grew.” Israel's present numbers, if not its plight, are the irre. 
futable proof that that precedent abides through time. And the 
concluding song of Seder night—the 8 "Ti—cets its seal on thig 
lesson of history. .

Passover : Exodus xii. 21-51; Joshua Chapter vy. 


Lessons from 


* Art thou for us or for our enemies ?”’ 


It is a strange incident to which thesé words refer. Joshua, like 
many another great general on the eve of battle, befook himself to 
prayer. He thought himself to be alone; but suddenly, as he looked 
up, there stood before him a man with a drawn sword in his hand. 
Overcome with surprise, Joshua asked him the simple question —* Art 
thou for us.or for our enemies ?”’ The answer was equivocal——Nay, 
but as captain of the Lord of Hosts have I come, _My help is yours if 
you are on the side of God, if yours is a just and righteous cause. It is 
the same statement as was made by Abraham Lincoln—I am not so 
much concerned as to whether God is on our side—are we on the side 
of God? This seems to be the message of the uncertain narrative of 
the angel warrior appearing before Joshua. It is the Passover challenge 
to the Jew in these troubled times when we need to rally all our forces 
together for common action. 

Whoever shirks his Jewish responsibilities cannot be said to be 
with us; he is ranged on the side of our enemies. It can be done, as 
it is done in some cases, wilfully, it can be done thoughtlessly. In 
Kaypt the Israelite was feared and hated for his loyalty and refusal to 
allow himself to be submerged. History has revealed many things 
since those days, but one of the lessons which the world has not lost is 
the ability to hate and foster intolerance between people and people, 
Prejudice is a form of disease which cannot be stamped out ; if goes 
side by side’ with ignorance. But intolerance and its companion perse- 
cution often spring not from ignorance but from wilful hatred. And 
sometimes, to our shame be it said,-Jews themselves contribute to 
this distorted prejudice. Our enemies do not stop to examine Jewish 
virtues,or to ask themselves the truth of the phenomenon of Jewish 


survival ; thes fasten Upon the weak places of our armour; they see 


us with our weaknesses exposed and fail to realise the strength that is 
concealed, If we have within our own ranks weak-kneed or erypto- 
Jews who betray us by their defection from Jewish allegiance, then we 
are forced to admit that the enemies of the Jew are somotimes the very 
members of his own household. 


History has divided men into nations, distinguishing them by terri- 
torial hounderies, and as a result the history of the world is a sorry 
record of bloodshed and strife. Why do men assume that they are 
We Jews believe that the only part of 
man Which is immortal is the souls we believe that the body perishes 


and that the soul alone survives ;: 


right and that God 1s wrong % 


vet nine-tenths of the anxieties of 
men are devoted to the body. The world is in a state of chaos; our 
outlook rs wrong: the process of putting things mght is slow. Is it 
unreasonable to claim that. the Jew with his behef in freedom and 
service the Passover truth—an untried plan so far, has a right to 
persist and to maintain that the world if it is to endure must be ruled 
by principles of equity and justice ° 

Passover reminds us ef our need to answer the old question and to 
answer if unequivocally. If we ere not with the Jew, we are against 
him. More especially in these hard and cruel days when the spectre 
of the slavery of Egypt and all its attendant horrors has assumed a 
modern form and a dread form In times of quiet, when Passover 
speaks to us out of the past. with the voice of history and teaches by 
reference to events in which we feel we have but a theoretical share, 
we proudly talk of Jewish survival, of Jewish loyalty, of the Jewish 
LUISA Phrases all ot them. uriless thev are’ hacked by practical 
application of their truth to our own lives, This Passover provides 
the opportunity for a practical demonstratron 01 what they mean to 
us. Art thou for us or for our enemies 

The situation which appalled the eivilised world last’ Passover is 
vet with us in even a more intensified form, Egypt and Pharaoh in 
Arvan garb have revived the old libels and resorted to the old methods 
of torture. ‘The Jew need have no doubt as to the ultimate end, for 
history has taught its lessons to tyrants and nations ; greater Jew- 
baiters than the German present-day examples’ of oppression and 
hatred have tried to pit their temporal powers against the eternal 
might. of God. They have long been sunk into the 1gnominious dust, 
and. if they are remembered, it is but for opprobrium and a byword. 
History will repeat itself, But we must work with history and not 
against it. The Rabbis tell us that the deliverance from Egypt was 
not alone the result of the intervention of God, but the direct corollary 
of a people's own faith and determination to help themselves. All 
Israel are a surety for one another. If we remember this old truth, 
we are for the Jew; if we ignore it we range ourselves on the side of 
our enemies and-unconsciously, perhaps, or deliberately, we are helping 
on the fiendish work of destruction. What we are to do, and how we can 
show our readiness to stand by the side of our people, are sufficiently 
clear. Mere lip service attesting our loyalty and asserting our pride 
of race will not stay the hands of the oppressor or dry the tears of the 
oppressed. The call has gone forth, and now there is abroad in the 
Community a great wave of human sympathy which must sweep all 
over Isracl and wash away all indifference and apathy. It is the 
sacrifice of the Passover, and just as in the days of Egypt it was the 
signal for the enslaved to go free, so to-day the sacrifice of the Jew for 
his brother will be the prelude to another exodus—the dawn of a new 
hope for an Israel that is still groping in darkness

| SUPPOSE there are three words that figure vastly more than any 
others in the dictionary in the columns of this journal. They

wear out and always remain in circulation—by grace of our 
‘opmentors, 80 far as two of them are concerned. “ Appeal," 
specially, is a “coin” with an ominous ring—to those who do 
stuff their ears with cotton wool. And it is ringing 
urply today. We have the appeal for German Jewry—the 
sd within twelve months. Upon its success turn mighty 
‘hings. Itis not only whether stomachs shall be filled and battered 
re- shaped—grave as those tasks are—but whether World Jewry 

to shirk the latest of the tragic challenges thrown down to it, 
ro from the age-old conflict, aud bow at last to its fate, betraying 
.use and its mission and shaming its forbears who had the grit 
»fehton. We cannot, and must not, doubt the success of such an 
appeal. Todo so would be to despair of the Republic of Jewish 
deals. But as one contemplates this new big endeavour, one is 
pelled to ask some questions. Are all the Jews of this country 
jong their duty tn this hour of crisis? Did all Jews even do

“PUERE is one way of running them to earth—in a very literal 
sense.

The organisers of the first German appeal looked 
fo ‘revolution in this respect and were not entirely successful, 
But if We are to reach the minds of the niggardly and the detached, 
wo must reform our ways and our methods, and doa little bit 
Of 


lard thinking. It might pay us to engage likely individuals in the 
Of really appealing propaganda propaganda with imagination, 
‘nd vim—and then let them loose on the laggards. 


Prnitaps, also, these directors of propaganda could find some 


me means of keeping track of the successful men, and capturing 
he 


fore they reach their dug-outs. Possibly a statistical servicg 


might help in some way here, but I am sick of talking about 
that. Not that we have no chiels taking note already. Oh, yes we 
have! I have heard of several of them, only the notes they 
take are about the fellows who do give. They compile lists 
of them—it is easier than rooting out the non-givers—and 
when the time comes, off go the letters to the willing sheep, 
and along come sometimes the wails of the senders! That 
is why the names of many of the subseribers have such a 
familiar sound. They are the stage-army of the givers—the 
battalion of the doomed. These good people do not otien fail 
our Causes. They mustered well in the case of the past German 
appeal. They will form up again, God bless them! at the present. 
Heaven forbid that they should desert us in this emergency. I beg 
them not to, bat Humanity is mortal and we need reserves. - The 
drift from our ranks goes on. How are we to keep our coffers even 
half filled? There is one way. I have not, so far, mentioned it, We 
must double and re-double our. efforts to revive and stimulate the 
Jewish consciousness. That is our best instrument—perhaps the 
only weapon in the long’run. For, without.it, it is not only Jewish 
philanthropy that will wither and die!

The New Employment Campaign 


This pronouncement followed immediately uponthe inauguration 
ofthe’ Spring Employ ment Drive.” . In this connection the ofticial 
organ of the Berlin Jewish Community printed an editorial appeal 
ing to Jewish employers to join in this “ work and bread campaign, 
bygiving as much new employment as possible to Jewish unemployed, 
and thus do their part in combating the general unemployment and 
promoting the economil development of Germany. The Zionist 
JUEDISCHE RUNDSCHAU published a similar article, 

How far German Jewry will be justified in a whole-hearted 

support of this campaign it is at present difficult to estimate, for the 
German Press makes conflicting statements as to whether it has any 
ractal significance. The headquarters of the National Socialist 
Party publishes an ofticial statement which denies that there is any 
other purpose in the campaign than the promotion of commerce, 
industry and artisanship. “ The object behind the attempts made 
abroad to impute other motives to the, campaign is obvious,” the 
statement says. The FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG accepts the assurance, 
and in ®&® comment on the statement says that it is intended to 
. mphasise that the employment-finding campaign is not based on 
racial principles. It was exploited for this end, it suggests, only in 
isolated places, like Aschaffenburg, where there were disorders. 
rhe DEUTSCHE ZEITUNG, on the other hand, declares in a leading 
artic le that the campaign is a fight“ for work and race.” Irre- 
sponsible capitalist economy, it alleges, is permeated by the “ foreign 
racial disruptive Jewish mentality’; many people work with the 
sole object of accumulating money, and it was the Jews who set 
this example. Naturally the Germans were beaten at it. because 
they could not possibly compete with the Jewish disruptive spirit 
And that was the reason, too, why the Jews flooded (rerman art and 
the German theatre with their foreign spirit. “These are facts “a 
says the DEUTSCHE ZEITUNG, “ whicll mutt be kept in mind in this 
new campaign, the purpose of which must be to re-create the 
conception of work on an Aryan basis, embodying the Prussian 
racial conception.” 

The London DAILY TELEGRAPH, in the course of a leading article 
on the campaign, commented: “As a cold matter of fact, the 
economic conditions of Germany have not improved to the degree 


suggested by yesterdays speeches. Germany's exports are still 
falling away. She has been compelled to reduce her imports of raw 
material—always a most uaofavourable sign. Moreover, what is 
even more significant, the President of the Reichsbank less than a 
week ago made a speech which the Bourses have interpreted as 
foreshadowing a complete moratorium on all debt payments. Dy. 
Schacht. in fact, hinted that it might be necessary. for Germany to 
eancel her obligations and start again. New regimes naturally 
resort to new expedients, but if they include ‘new tables, their 
credit is not improved. - 

The Reich Government has since suspended all imports of raw 
materials and half-finished goods until further notice and the Berlin 
correspondent of the SUNDAY TIMES comments: “ The collapse of 
Germany's foreign trade in the last few weeks is causing great 
anxiety. for unless Germany can export manufactures she cannot 
import raw materials, and if raw materials fail, Hitler's vast cam 
paign against unemployment must fail also. Such a failure would 
end the Nazi regime. A few days ago, Dr. Goebbels, Minister wf 
Propaganda, admitted in a public speech that the National 
Socialist regime bad made certain serious mistakes in its economic 
policy. What those mistakes may have been was indicated last 
night by the Reich Commissioner for Justice, Dr. Frank, who warned 
his audience against ‘those 150 per‘cent. National Socialists who 
cannot get over the fact that there are Jews still living in Germany.’ 
The Jewish boycott of German goods in foreign countries is working 
with devastating effect.’ As regards the effect of the boycott, how. 
ever, one must accept with the greatest reserve the statements now 
being made in rns In many ways there are two Germanys 
to-day. Particularly is is true as regards official information. 
The Germans are being told that unemployment has been nearly 
halved and that trade is on the upgrade; the rest of the world is 
being told that trade is so bad that Germany cannot pay her detts. 
In the debt negotiations with America which have just opened, one 
feels the German Government is unlikely to resist the temptation te 
squeal against the “ unfair discrimination” exercised against he; 
goods by American Jewry. 

It is not alone the Jewish boycott that is responsible for the 
increasing impoverishment of the working classes, about which . 
correspondent of Tur TIMES says: ~ To be clear about the situation 
of the German worker it is necessary to consider some figures. ‘wo’ 
less than a quarter of the German nation benefited by the Winte: 
Relief Fund. At the end of February it was claimed that there wer 
3.774.000 unemployed, or 2,239,000 fewer than at the same time las 
year. Despite increased production in many heavy industries th: 
national turnover decreased during the year 1933 by 6 per cent 
according to some figures, by 34 per cent. according to others. 
trades handling the necessities of life turnover was down 6 per cern’ 
on the year; -in the big stores it fell by 13 per cent. Receipts fro) 
the taxes on wages were less than in the previous year uni 
December, and the index number for home-produced foodstuffs 1 
from 78 to 87. These figures do not suggest a great improver) 
in the situation of the industrial classes.’

An affidavit is being circulated among its members by the 
National Socialist District Party of Nuremberg, which pledges each 
signatory as follows: “I herewith give my word of honour that from 
now on in future | shall never do any business of any kind with a 
Jew, or with a helper of a Jew, or do such business through an 
intermediary or middleman. . I shall never enter a Jewish business, 
and I shal! order out every Jew who enters my business or home. 
I shall. never consult a Jewish doctor or Jewish lawyer. I shall see 
to it that none of my family, my relatives or my acquaintances, goes 
to any Jew. I am aware that if I do not keep this promise, or 
attempt to citcumvent it, I shall be immediately expelled from the 
Party (Storm Troops, Municipality, or other bodies in which the 
signatory holds: memovership), and will be held up to public obloquy 
by word of mouth and writing as one who broke my word of honour 
and as a scoundre!l.” 

The Usual Catalogue 

Even apart from this campaign in Franconia, however, there 1s 
the usual catalogue of economic discrimination against Jews to be 
recounted. The authorities at Kassel, Hessen-Nassau, have ordered 
that all persons engaged in the construction of public buildings 
must prove that they are “Aryan. Herr Schwalenberg, the 
Nazi propaganda leader of Brunswick, has issued an order to 
the general public warning them against frequenting non-Aryan 
stores. All party members disobeying this order will be expelled. 
A national campaign has been started for the removal of non-Arvan 
proof-readers from publishing Companies. The German Union of 

Brokers have decided to admit no more Jews. 

Apart from business, discrimination goes on unchecked. The 
system of permits for carrying arms is being revised,and after Aprillst 
no permits will be granted to Jews. The ReicH GAZETTE publishes 
a list of thirty-five Prussian Jewish families whose naturahsation 
papers have been revoked by the police.

The Reichsvertretung's New Step 

further steps have been taken by the German Jewish Com: 
munity to set its house in order. In the first place Dr. Naumann, 
the leader of the National German Jews, has encountered opposi 
tion. At a meeting at Leipzig, in a hall decorated with swastikas, 
he attacked the Reichsvertretung der deutschen Juden, dccusing it 
of arrogating to. itself the. right to represent German Jewry and 
appearing in that réle before the German authoritiesas the qualified 
representative body of German Jewry, without being entitled to do 
60. Rabbi Dr. Felix Goldmann interrupted him and challenged his 
statement. The stewards promptly ejected him from the hall. Dr. 
Zaborski, of the Central Union of German Citizens of Jewish Faith, 
thereupon protested against the manhandling of the Rabbi, and 
immediately he too was ejected. The audience thereupon rose in 
indignation and shouted Dr. Naumann down, creating such a storm 
that the police ordered him to abandon the meeting and cleared 
the hall. 

Inan attempt, among other things, to prevent a recurrence of 
such undignified squabbling, the Reichsvertretung has set up an 
Arbitration Office as a means of preventing internal Jewish 
conflicts and of maintaining Jewish solidarity. It will be for 
the Arbitration Office to decide whether any Jewish. institution 
or person has broken the duty of Jewish solidarity. It will function 
at the request of any Jewish body, such as a Jewish Community, a 
Jewish orfanisation or other institution, or a Jewish newspaper. It 
may also be necessary, however, in the general Jewish interest for 
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the Reichsvertretung itself to put the Arbitration Office in motion, 
even if the body concerned does not ask for intervention. This 
may be done at the discretion of the Chairman of the Presidium. 
Individuals will not be entitled to ask for action by the Arbitration 
Office. The work of the Office will not be confined to cases of breach 
of solidarity. It will also have to deal with difficulties arising 
between Jewish organisations and other bodies where a settlement 
is required in the general interest, without its being necessary or 
advisable to hand down a verdict, such as clashing of activities, 
enrolling members or allocation of funds. In such cases the Arbi. 
tration Office will decide whether a certain measure is to be 
proceeded with or not, and the decision must be obeyed. The Office 
also reserves the right of deciding whether any decision it arrives 
at should or should not be published in the Jewish Press. 

Further figures of the decline of the Frankfort Community are 
now available, from which it will be seen that the process began 
before the political changes in the country took place, and has 
gained momentum since. In 1929, the total loss to the Community 
was 874 souls, 146 due to excess of mortality over births, 175 to 
secessions, and 53 to emigration. In 1981 there was a decrease of 
782, 165 due to excess of mortality, 118 to secessions, and 504 to 
emigration. In 19383 the decrease had grown to 1,695 souls, 225 due 
to excess of mortality, 58 to secessions and 1,412 to emigration.

The January Fascist Club 


Straight Talk from Major Nathan, M.P. 


FASCISM AS WAR-MONGER 

Presiding over a dinner given by the January Club at the Hotel 
Splendide, Piccadilly, last week, Sir John Squire said that the 
Club was not a Fescrst organisation but the members were for the 
most part in sympathy- with the Fascist movement. Another 
speaker discussed the “Corporate state"’ while Commandant Mary 
Allen, who had recently visited Herr Hitler declared that he 
“thoroughly understood the British point of view.’ Dr. Forgan, 
who is one of Sir Oswald Mosley's officers, said that Jews had 
nothing to fear from Briti bh Fascism. He asserted that Jews would 
be welcomed as members of their organisation. 

In this lion's den Major Nathan, M.P., courageously championed 
the cause of liberty and fair play, and argued that whatever reasons 
may have been advanced for Fascism in Germany and Italy, no 
such reasons could be advanced in this country. In a concise and 
closely reasoned speech, he riddled the Fascist claims and showed 
that Fascism meant slavery. He challenged the British Union of 
Fascists on the question of anti-Semitism and reminded his hearers 
that on Mosley’s barracks in King's Road, Chelsea, a few weeks 
ago there were placards bearing the inscription “The Jews will 
drive us into another war. The driving force of Fascism, he 
Baid, is racial animosity. For hundreds of years Jews had lived 
in England in p-ace and barmony with their neighbours. Now 
the Fascists had come along to stir up hatred, envy and spite, 
The persecution of minorities, Major Nathan warned his hearers, 
nlways marked an important stage in an Empire's decline. He 
compared conditions in democratic England with those in Fascist 
Germany, and showed that while Fascism could destroy, it could not 
build. Fascism spelt war. After one short year of Fascism in 
Germany, all the neighbouring countries had been driven to prepare 
to .protect themselves. In Fascist Germany, it was rare for any 
unemployment dole to be larger than twelve shillings a week, how- 
ever large the fi miy; while in democratic England an unemployed 
man with a wife anl three children received twenty-seven shillings 
f& week; Fascist Germany was financially rotten, while democratic 
Britain had a very considerable Budget surplus, 

Major Nathan's remarks, which are only briefly given above, 
were punctuated throughout by cheers and counter-cheers, and there 
WAS considerable hostility shown against his views. 

3 Subsequently, in the course of conversation with a JEWISH 
CHRONICLE representative. Major Nathan said: “ I-was invited to go 
and address the Club which, I was told, was more or less a Fascist 
organisation. I was asked if I would go there, us they like to hear 
everybody S point of view, to give the point of view of a Jew and a 
Liberal, and | was told quite definitely from the beginning that the 
nudience would be hostile to the opinions which I held. So I knew 
quite well when I went that what I had to say Was likely to be 
unacceptable.

no justification for this belief. The needs to-day were no less 
great than they were last year and he, therefore, asked them to 
show the measure of the:r understanding and sympathy, by giving 
generously and to the fullest extent of their purses—and this 
applied not only to themselves but to those whom they were able 
to approach.

Germany. had been slowly and daily eroding more and more into 
their souls and he hoped that the point of saturation had so far 
been reached that this time there would come forth from the Jewish 
people in tl.is country a response adequate to their moral obligation 
and the duty which they owed not only to their own sense of personal 
safety and security, but to suffering humanity who happened to be 
of their own. There was no sum that was too large for this sacred 
work, and he hoped that their response would be worthy not only 
of those who had appealed to them, not only of the German Jews, 
not only of the Cause but of their own self-respect as a Community. 


The Campaign in the Provinces 


LORD MELCHETT addressed a representative meeting of Manchester 
and Salford Jewry at the Midiand Hotel last week in his campaign for the 
second appeal! for the German Jewish Relief Fund. Mr. NATHAN LASKI, d P., 
presided. Lord Melchett described the continuing gravity of the position 
of the German Jews, but he hoped that the problem, so far as its financial 
aspect for England was concerned, would be settled within two years. He 
had consented to become Chairman of the Appeal in London, and it was 
proposed to institute a short intensive campaign throughout the country. 
Beginning with Passover, with appeals from synagogue pulpits, meetings 
would be beld everywhere on Sunday, April 8th, and during the week 
from the 8th to the 15th trade meetings would be held in London and the 
Provinces. Lord Melchett suggested various ways which could be adopted 
with the object of getting in touch, if possible, with thousands who 
were not approached at the first appeal. They wanted tocreate a mass 
feeling at Passover, which was recognised as the ** festival of liberty,’’ 
that this occasion should be one when refugees would be remembered 
as in the most dire need of assistance. 

Mr. NATHAN LASKI said he felt it his bounden duty to fall in with 
the views of their leaders in London. No Jewish community in this 
country had done its full duty in the first appeal nor made the necessary 
sacrifices. 

Several suggestions were made in the discussion. Mr. WILLIAM 
BILLER advocated the raising of an immediate loan of £10,000 to be backed 
for redemption and interest by respected members and societies in the 
Community over a stated period. He and his fellow-members of the 
Grand Order Sons of Jacob in Manchester. were prepared to help in that 
as much as possible. Others who spoke were Alderman Finburgh, 
Councillor A. 8S. Moss, Messrs. J. Mamlock, Herbert Nathan, J.P., Le 
Azriel, Harry Keasler, A. Blain, Nathan Marks, 5. Cowen and Dr. Berwitz, 

Professor L. B. NAMIER declared that the position of German Jewry 
was much worse than last year. One point he would like to stress, and 
that was that the German Jews were reaching the suicide line. On tho 
proposal of Mr. Laski, seconded by Alderman Finburgh, the following 
resolution was adupted: “That the appeal that is made to us in Man. 
chester should be acceded to, and that the best efforts be made by us in 
order to carry this appeal to a successful issue.” Lord Melchett expressed 
his gratitude for the spontaneous response to his appeal, and mentioned 
some of the work already accomplished with the funds. 

Mr. Laski was elected Chairman of the Manchester Second Appeal: 

he former Committee was re-instituted with power to elect an Executive ; 
and a special Friendly Societies’ Sub-Committee was appointed, with Mr, 
VW. Miller as Convener.

Prince of Wales’ Boxing Shield 


Ist LONDON BATTALION'S VICTORY 


The boxing teams of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade have a fine record to 
their credit in the competition for the Prince of Wales’ Boxing Shield, 
which. is open to all cadet units in the United Kingdom. The London 
Battalion of the Brigade were the first winners of the trophy, on which 
occasion, many years ago, the Prince of Wales himself presented the 
shield. Since then, the London and Manchester Battalions of the Brigade 
have held the trophy on several occasions. Last year, the Manchester 
team defeated the Queen's Kegiment (London) Cadets at Salford, and on 
the occasion of his visit to Manchester in January, H.R.H. the Duke of 
Gloucester presented the shield and medals to the Manchester Battalion. 

Last Sunday evening, at the headquarters of the London Rifle Brigade, 
Bunhill Row, th's year’s final round for the Shield was contested between 
the ist Manchester (the bolders) J.L.B. and the lst London Battalion, J.L.B, 
The provincial team in charge of Capt. J. B. Isaacs and Capt. I. Press- 
man showed exceptional form in the earlier rounds of the competition, and 
they had every hope of defeating their London confréres in the final.

PLATO IN HEBREW 


It is one of the minor services which the Hebrew University is 
rendering to the whole Jewish world, that its University Press is 
bringing out a series of philosophical texts in Hebrew. That forms 
a Hebrew paralle! with the Loeb Library of Classics. The General 
Editor of the series is Professor Leon Roth, who holds a Chair of 
Philosophy in the University; and among the books which have 
already appeared are two works of Descartes, Rousseau’s Social 
Contract, Mill's Utilitarianism, Hume's Principles of Morals, the first 
book of Aristotle's Metaphysics, and Kant'’s Metaphysical Ethics. 
The latest addition to the library is the Theaetetus of Pilato, which 
has been rendered into Hebrew by Mr. Leon Simon. C.B., 
It is not the first essay, indeed, of Mr. Simon in the translation of 
Plato in Hebrew; nor is it the first Hebrew publication of Plato's 
dialogues, for the Hebrew Review, Hashiloah, published some years 
ago a translation of some of the early dialogues, and notably of the 
Apology, from his pen. Yet it is of deep interest that it has been 
left to the twentieth century to produce in the Hebrew language 
the writings of that Hellenic philosopher who was the principal 
source of the Hellenistic Jewish system of philosophy in the first 
centuries of the Christian era. 

Mr. Simon has done his work admirably. He has the out. 
standing qualifications, that he is both an excellent Hebrew scholar 
and at the same time an excellent classical scholar. He is the 
master of his subject as well as the master of the language. The 
Theactetus contains a most important development of Plato's Theory 
of Ideas, and it is, therefore, of fundamental importance for the 
student of Greek philosophy. 

It is proposed to continue the translations of Plato in this series 
of texts. The next dialogue to appear will be the © Protagoras,’ and 
another volume in preparation is Locke's Kssay on Human 
Understanding. 

The translation is preceded by a concise but lucid introduction 
on the life of Plato and his dialogues, and thi Spec inl subject of this 
dialogue. ‘The only -.criticism to be offered is that, among the 
principal books on Plato's. system, there is no mention of Grote’s 
work on Plato and his school. Lastiv, it should be said that the 
book is admirably produced ; the arrangement, the type, the form 
nnd the binding are all excellent, and a eredit to the Editor and the 
University Press, NX. B

As the first volume in its 
publications there will shortly appear an edition of the Secular Poetry of 
Moses ibn Ezra—one of the great trilogy of Spanish-Jewish songsters, 
This will supply a great desideratum in Hebrew literature: and there can 
be no donbt that Dr. Brody will execute his task in-a manner that will 
leave nothing wanting. 


With the current issue of the REVUE Des ETUDES JvIVES (which 
contains its usual feast of good matter) there appears, by way of supple.

-ovenant Fund. At that point, the total Surpluses would still have 
nounted to only about £170, and it was fortunate that they were able 
') &ugment that figure by taking £1,300 out of the Covenant Fund. 
us the augmented Final Surpluses for 1933 were well above those 
‘or 1932. They were glad to note that Golders Green had turned the 
corner, and that there were ten Synagogues this time with a Final 
Surplus, compared with nine in the previous year. The augmented 
tinal Surpluses amounted to £1,482, less the usual 10 per cent. for the 
Ministers’ Salaries Augmentation Fund. The actual outgoings of the 
'9 Synagogues on salaries, rents and general local expenditure, includ- 
ing Non-Reeurrent Items, were £47,700, compared with £47,750 in 
(he previous year, That was not a true saving of £50; it was merely 
due to changes in ministerial offices, and to certain Synagogues not 
being completely stafied. 


In 1931, the Mutual Aid Fund produced £3,260, the Hebrew and 
Religion Classes Fund £3,326 and the Training of Ministers Fund 
£1,334. The figures for 1933, though better than 1932, were still 
£430 down, on total, compared with 1931. The Committee of the 
Mutual Aid Fund were forced to sell nearly £800 worth of stock last 
year. They had practically no assets, and their remaining capital 
would not suffice for a single half-year'’s expenditure. Whilst at one 
time more than 80 per cent. of their members subscribed to that admir- 
able fund, the proportion had now dropped to 70 per cent, 

There was little variation in the General Purposes Account, 
compared with the previous year. Contributions from the District 
and Affiliated Synagogues to the general work of the United Synagogue 
increased by about £80, but it was, of course, still a very small pro- 
portion of their annual requirements for public purposes. More than 
£4,000 was paid out in a single year under the old Pensions Regulations 
alone, and they had a number of pensions which would soon fall 
heavily on the same account. That was apart from the tremendova 
hability that was being built up in respect of those future pensions 
that would come on their Superannuation Scheme. ‘That was why 
they were setting aside £3,250 towards the pensions that fall on the 
General Account, At the same time, they were putting £1,250 into the 
Ministers’ Salaries Fund and £500 into the Augmentation Fund. 

Pilea for Discharged Prisoners 

The expenditure by the Visitation Committee on what was now a 
highly complex system of visitation in public institutions, tended to 
increase, A considerable deficit was forccast for 1934, notwithstanding 
that the United Synagogue was itself being asked to contribute an extra 
£50. Similarly with the Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society. They had 
found it necessary to increase their budget materially. In this connec- 
tion, the ‘Treasurer thanked the Delphic Dramatic Society, whose 
periormence last year had produced £192 for the Society, 
‘The workers of this and other organisations thet help men who have 
gone wrong, the Treesurer described as “* life-saving work.’’ The whole 
community, he said, was indebted to the Ministers and ley visitors who 
rave their guilanee to the men while in prison, often doing many & pr onl 
turn tor an mdividuel prisoner or his family. Above all, he continued, 
one must commend the work which is done for the men when they 
are discherged. “To. get work for them in these days is almost 
mcredibly difficult, end the sad part about it is that these men have 
already paid the penalties which the law lays down. To find, 
return to civil hte, that there 1s much more grief and trouble ahead of 
them. is a tragedy Onee again. I would urge that this work be viven 
& tar larger measure of public support then it already gets.’

attended the Annual Meetings of the Association and the Governing 
Body of the Birchington Convalescent Home, which were held on 
Sunday at Absa" House, Commercial Road, E., under the Chair: 
manship of Lieut.-Col. Charles Waley Cohen, C.M.G. 


In his Presidential address to the Association, Col. Waley Cohen 
recalled his prediction at the last Annual Conference that a spiritual 
war would be waged by the forces of Paganism in which the Jews 
as the weakest spiritual force would bear the brunt of the attack, 


Freedom of conscience all over the world was menaced by the present 


onslaught on the Jewish people. He proceeded to survey the Associa-

Committee. This body, which will be composed on a proportionate basis 
for the Orders with a separate contingent for the Independent Societies, 
is to report back to the Association, through the bxecutive, wit! in three 
months. Later, several ce legates of the Achei Brith were etected to 
seats on the Executive Committee, a token of friendship which if is hoped

in such form as they think best rather than by the Association on their behalf,

Homeless “West Ham’ 

eorre spondent Writes: 

Delving into “Jewish Clubland” often brings to one’s notice dis- 
é raging as well as ens ouraging features. lt may safely be left to the 
reader's own judgment to consign the following to the appropriate 
cateyory. -The West. Ham Jewish Social Club, not being able to afford 
even to rent permanent premises, are obliged to hold their weekly 
meetings at the Yound Men's Christian Association (now called the “ Red 
Triangle ”) and sometimes even at Church halls. It is quite understand 
able that there are many points whieh make these arrangements highly 
unsatisfactory, and they are frankly condemned by the Club members, 
who possess.a commendable share of Jewish pride and are as 
ealous of the good name of Jewry as any other communal body. 
But as no benefactor can be found to offer suitable premises, and 
funds ave scarce, the Club has no other alternative than to accept the 
cheapest accoinodation ay ailable, It should not for one moment be imagined 
that the membors do not appreciate the accommodation they are able to 
obtain Rut its unsuitability is nevertheless apparent. The Club has 
been in existence for ten years, has approximately one hundred members 
of both sexes, and organises social, literary and athletic activities Last 
amd West Ham has a comparatively large Jewish population; yet, in spite 
of this, the “ W.H.I.S.C.° cannot raise sufficient funds even to rent perma 
nent premises The valiant effort of this club to “keep going ” unde:

PUDDINGS AND SWEETS 
Apple Pudding 
Cinnamon. 
Currants, 2 
Raisins, 2 oza. 
Brown sugar, 2 ozs. 
Lemon rind, 

SOAK the matzos and, when soft, drain and squeeze very dry ; pec), 
core and chop up the apples; stone the raisins and clean the currants, 
Mix all ingredients thoroughly, adding grated lemon rind and cinnamon 
to taste. Turn into a greased dish and bake in a moderate oven for about 
fifty minutes.

Lemon Cream

Psalms which we 
recite du) ing the Seder Service is the last of 
the series (Ps. cxviii), which probably was 
composed in the days of Nehemiah when the 
machinations of the Samaritans and their 
trans-Jordanian allies had come to nought, the 
walls of Jerusalem and the Temple had been 
rebuilt, and the people marched in procession 
up the holy mount to give thanks for God's 
MmeTCIES.

The Psalm opens with an anthem of thanks 
to the Lord “for He is good, because His 
mercy endureth for ever. Israel then 
recalls how in his distress he called upon the 
Lord Who answered hiin with enlargement. 
We may recall how the Samaritans, dnd the 
Arabians, and the Ammonites and the Ashdo 
dites hemmed Israel in and came up to fight 
against Jerusalem. But Nehemiah records: 
“Nevertheless we made our prayer unto our 
God,’ and in time the menace was removed 
and the péople were free to go about and 
conduct their worship without  let~ or 
hindrance, “What can man do unto nie?" 
the Psalmist asks, reflecting that the Lord is 
on the side of Israel. Nehemiah, it must be 
remembered, had come up to Jerusalem with 
the fullest credentials from the Persian ruler, 
but despite this his work had been assailed. 
And so the Psalm says: “It is better to trust 
in the Lord than to put confidence in man. It 
is better to trust in the Lord than to put confi. 
dence in princes.” Applying the idea to our 
own times, we may recall that the rights of 
the German Jews had been solemnly assured 
in the constitution, and vet it was set at 
nought and they have been robbed of their 
liverties. 

THE ENEMIES 

The Psalm proceeds to picture the y ay in 
which enemies had compassed Israel about 
like a swarm of bees. But in the name of the 
Lord, they bad been destroyed. They had 
been wiped out like the fire that blazes 
up and dies down in a clump of thorns. 
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Addressing the foe, the Psalmist exclaims: 
* Thou didst thrust sore at me to bring about 
my fall, but the Lord helped me.’ Then 
follows a quotation from the Song of Moses 
at the Red Sea, recalling Israel's greatest 
deliverance, and implying that his divine 
Protector was still at work. 

THE RESCUE 

the rescue from Egypt the 
Israelites perceived the “ great hand” of God 
so in this new deliverance the “ right hand” 
of God “doeth valiantly.’ Grievous had 
been the experience of the people threatened 
with dire peril, just as they were beginning to 
build anew their national life. 
Psalmist is able to sing: “I shall not die, but 
live and the works of the Lord.’ 
There is an acknowledgment that evil comes 
from God as well as good. God is always 
trying His people, to test their faith, to 
temper and strengthen them for the fulfil 
ment of “The 
Lord hath chastened me sore,” the Psalmist 
says, “but He hath not given me over unto 
death.
